It is usually confined to an area that 
has larso liair follicles, a part Uiat 
is subjected"- to pressure and Irrita- 
tion. 
Boils arc commonly found in 


the arm pits, the groin, or on the 
back and ueck. 


The infection can usually be traced 


to a germ given a big name, the 
"slaphylococcus aureus". This germ 
enters tho body through a crack, a 
laceration or an abrasion of the skin. 
It is rubbed into the skin by con- 
tinued pressure and friction. 


How to Treat It 


Redness and pain are tho first 


signs of the infecton. 
At first the 


redness is quite general in the in- 
volved region but gradually it be- 
comes localized at one point.

pain is increased by pressure, mo- 
tion, or tho 
weight 
of overlying 


clothes. 
At this stage, proper atten- 


tkjij- |wjll 'shorten the duration of the 
irifect'ion and hasten convalescence. 


.The' redness, pain and tenderness 


can' be relieved by the application of 
wet compresses of boric acid solution. 
If 'the infection is deep-seated, It is 
wise to use hot applications. 
This 


s. best done by placing^on the infec- 
ion, gauze dipped in hot boric acid 
solution. This Is kept hot by plac- 
ng a hot water bag over it. 
_.This procedure helps to bring the 
jttis to the surface and encourages 
the escape of the pus from the boll. ' 
Never squeeze a boil. 
In squeezing 


It you break down the defensive wall 
that nature has built up around the 
involved spot. 
Destruction' of this 


wall leads to the spread of the Infec- 
tion and usually to the formation of 
ar. abscess. 
If an abscess forms it 


requires immediate operation. 


May Lead to Complication* 


Another danger of squeezing a boil 


is that you may force the germs into 
a blood vofisel. 
If this occurs the 


poison is spread by the blood stream 
and general infection, or "septicemin" 
results. Septiccmia is a very serious 
complication. 


Do not resort to the use of patent 


medicines and 
the 
so-called 
"boil 


poultices". Modern medicine does not 
depend upon these old-fashioned rem- 
edies for the treatment of boil.s. If 
tho boil does not respond to the 
simpla treatment I have mentioned, 
the safest and only method to deal 
with it Is by means of an incision. 


Many persons dread the knife and 


rosort to ointments and salves. Bear 
In mint! that those efforts are often 
dangerous and postpone recovery. 


If your doctor advises opening the 


boil do not hesitate. 
When a wide 


opening is made so as to insure 
drainage of all accumulated pus. pain 
disappears 
and 
complete recovery 


soon follows. 
This treatment causes 


less scarring, too.
